CARELESSLY reaching for her hair with a 
V hot curling h'on, a woman 
accidentally 


sticks the iron 
into her eye. It blinds her. 


Queer accident. It has happened to five women 
in America in the last few months. A Swiss 
cheese (its holes filled with accumulated gases) 
exploded when it was cut open at a Long Island 
fair. A spectator had an eye severely injured 
by one of the flying fragments. 
A baby play- 


fully gouged a man's eye with its thumb. An- 
other man's eye was badly cut by the sharp 
kicking leg of a stray grasshopper. 


These strange incidents, reported by the 


National Committee for the Prevention of 
Blindness, are reminders of the uncertainty of 
life. Fortunately, the masked dangers are few 
and far between. Nevertheless, the improbable 
occasionally happans. 


It is comparatively easy to dodge the com- 


mon dangers of life. All that's needed is per- 
sonal caution, along with a few of the safety 
devices with which man tries to make this a 
fool-proof world. There is cause for surprise 
when a Swiss cheese explodes, but not when a 
train strikes an auto. The train rarely leaves 
the track to hit any one. 


Avery Hopwood, the playwright, once took 


His cabin 
was shared by a fussy young Englishman who 
was constantly spraying, fumigating and disin- 
fecting—using every known precaution to 
dodge Chinese plagues.
